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This is in response to "PETITION PURSUANT TO 37 CFR 1.137(b) TO REVIVE 
APPLICATION FOR FILING OF CONTINUATION APPLICATION" filed on 15 March 2005. 

Applicant's petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed 15 March 2005 to revive international 
application PCT/EP99/08001 abandoned under 35 U.S.C 371(d) is hereby DISMISSED as to 
the National stage in the United States of America as follows: 

On 27 October 1999, a Demand electing the United States was filed in this international 
application. International application PCT/EP99/08001 became abandoned as to the United 
States of America at midnight on 07 May 2001 for failure to pay the basic national fee.
